I PROFESSOR JEROME BARRON APPOINTED DEAN OF GWU LAW SCHOOL 
WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Jerome A. Barron, professor of law at 
George Washington University and a nationally recognized First 
Amendment scholar, has been appointed dean of the university's 
National Law Center, President Lloyd H. Elliott announced today. 

Professor Barron, 45, who has been a GW law faculty member 
since 1965, will assume the position July 1, succeeding Robert 
Kramer, who is retiring after 18 years as the law school dean. 

In making the appointment. President Elliott said: "Professor 
Barron is a highly respected teacher, a distinguished scholar, 
and a leader in legal education, who comes to this office 
overwhelmingly endorsed by his colleagues on the faculty and 
by the students he teaches." 

As dean. Professor Barron said he hopes the law school 
located in the nation's capital would become "a center for 
the beginning of new ideas in the law." Founded in 1865, the 
GW law school is the oldest in Washington and one of the 
largest in the nation, with approximately 1,700 students. 

Professor Barron, who received his law degree from 
Yale University in 1958 and his master of laws degree from 
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GW in 1960, has specialized in constitutional and communication 
law. He has become a noted scholar on First Amendment issues, 
particularly the subject of the right of public access to the 
mass media, and has argued before the U.S. Supreme Court. From 
1973 to 1974 he served as a consultant to the Senate Select 
Committee on Presidential Campaign Activities (Watergate Committee). 

Author of numerous articles and books on constitutional 
law. Professor Barron has written three texts: Mass Communication 
Law, Cases and Comment (with Donald Gillmor), the third edition 
to be published this spring; Constitutional Law: Principles 
and Policy (with C. Thomas Dienes), 1975; Handbook of Free 
Speech and Free Press (with C. Thomas Dienes) to be published 
this spring. His book Freedom of the Press for Whom ? (1973) 
focuses on the issue of the public's right of access to newspapers. 

Before joining the GW faculty in 1965, Professor Barron 
taught at the University of North Dakota and University of New 
Mexico law schools. From 1972 to 1973, he served as dean of the 
Syracuse University College of Law. He is a member of the 
American Bar Association, a member of the advisory board of 
Media Law Reporter, and on the board of directors of GW's 
law alumni association. He is listed in Who's Who in American 
Law .

A CABINET POST FOR EDUCATION 


President Carter has reviewed his request for the creation of a 
Cabinet level Department of Education, and Senator Ribicoff, along with 
42 co-sponsors, has introduced the necessary legislation in the Senate. 
Those who support the proposal claim that results will be greater visi¬ 
bility for education on the national scene, a strengthening of the 
country's educational programs because of national leadership, greater 
political clout, and therefore, more dollars for education. It follows 
then that all who believe in better education should rally to the support 
of this proposal. It would appear to be as virtuous as motherhood and 
apple pie. 

Appearances can be deceiving, and this is a prime example. 

More likely results will be: 

- A stepped-up flow of suggestions, pleas, guidelines, directives 
and regulations from the federal establishment to states and localities 
and to schools, colleges and universities. 

- A swing with each change in the White House to new dawns, new 
thrusts, new programs and, of course, new foundations. 

- A guaranteed politicization of the federal role in education 
because of the partisan support and loyalty required by Presidents of 
Cabinet officers. 

- A stronger role of the National Education Association in both 
education and politics because the proposal is the payment of a campaign 
promise. 

- Centralization of educational policy making in a ministry of 
education which in other countries has gradually, relentlessly smothered 
change, innovation and diversity. 
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The creation of a Department of Education will bring the Federal 
Government even closer to the final determination of what, how, and by 
whom American citizens of all ages will be taught. It is impossible to 
have **an increased Federal role” in education without having increased 
Federal direction . 

The whole concept flies in the face of less political intrusion 
into academe, less bureaucracy in the classroom, and less government in 
American life. 

It is a proposal devoutly to be opposed!
